Infrastructure fears as housing row continues to rumble 

BID TO BUILD 
895 HOUSES

A DEVELOPER is still pushing for almost 
900 homes south of Banbury amid a row 
over rural developments around the town. 

Barwood Developments Limited is urging 
Cherwell District Council (CDC) to back 895 
homes either side of the Bloxham Road, south of 
Banbury. 

The firm has already submitted formal plans for 
145 homes at part of the site south of Salt Way. 

It is now calling on the council to include the 
895 homes as part of work to decide where more 
than 13,000 district homes should go by 2031. 

The latest list of sites will be released next week 
and will then be subject to public consultation. 

Council bosses hope that by backing sites, 
councillors will have stronger reasons for refusing 
inappropriate estate plans. 

Sites backed by council leaders in May include 
1,050 south of the train station, 400 west of Bretch 
Hill and 400 north of Hanwell Fields. 

Barwood land and operations executive Sam 
Dorrian said: "Land to the south of Banbury offers 
the most logical and sustainable location to 
accommodate the future growth of Banbury." 

The "sustainable urban extension to the town" 
could include a country park, neighbourhood 
centre and primary school, he said. 

Barwood has appealed to the independent 
Planning Inspectorate to make a decision on the 
145 homes as CDC has yet to make a ruling. 

But Mr Dorian said: "There is currently no 
intention for Barwood to submit any further plan¬ 
ning applications on this land." 

Lansdown Close resident Harry Barrett, whose 
home backs on to the proposed Salt Way site, said 
895 homes was far too many. 

He said: "The infastructure around here just 
wouldn't handle it.

Developer continuing 
to push for 895 homes

"It is so tight with the amount 
of traffic, to increase that consid¬ 
erably would be just ridiculous," 
he added. 

Developers have put forward 
plans for homes in villages such 
as Adderbury and Bodicote as the 
council has not agreed its pre¬ 
ferred sites and is missing a key 
Government housing target. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
has said sites where CDC has 
given planning permission should 
count towards the housing target, 
which says about 3,350 need to 
be built every five years. 

Permission is in place for 
4,286, but just 2,361 are expect¬ 


ed from struggling developers by 
2017. 

The council said permissions 
only counted towards the target if 
there was a "realistic prospect" 
homes would be built and it 
would not put this above 2,361. 

In a statement released last 
week, it said: "An under-supply of 
deliverable sites is not unique to 
Cherwell and has been problem¬ 
atic for many authorities, due to 
the effect of national economic 
conditions on house-building. 

"As conditions improve it is 
anticipated that the rate of hous¬ 
ing delivery will increase and the 
district's five-year supply position 
will improve."

SCHOOLS and colleges 
reported improved A-Level 
results as nervous young¬ 
sters got their hands on their 
exam scores. 

Headteachers praised hard¬ 
working students amid a UK 
drop in A* and A grades, the first 
time in more than two decades. 

Of Banbury School's 105 stu¬ 
dents, 22 per cent got those top 
grades, the same as last year, 
while 46 per cent got A*-B, up 
from 41 per cent. 

Some 76 per cent got A*-C, 
up from 66 per cent last year, 
helping the school achieve its 
best ever results. 

Executive principal Dr Fiona 
Hammans said: "The number of 
A* grades has increased signifi¬ 
cantly this year demonstrating 
high-quality teaching, but most 
importantly, impressive effort 
throughout the courses and full 
preparation for the exams from 
the students themselves. 

"The community should be 
proud of their achievements." 

Among the top performers 
was Ben James, who is to study 
medicine at the University of 


Leicester, after getting A*s in 
maths, chemistry and biology. 

The 18-year-old said: "I 
worked hard and if you work 
hard you get your just rewards. 

"Medicine is a brilliant career, 
there is so much variance and 
opportunity." 

He will be joined at the uni¬ 
versity by Shannon Boland, 18, 
set to study psychology after get¬ 
ting an A* in the subject and a B 
in English literature and lan¬ 
guage and a C in biology. 

She said: "I want to be a ther¬ 
apist, I want to help people. The 
school was really good, I made a 
lot of friends there." 

Neighbouring Blessed George 
Napier Catholic School saw a 
boost in A*-A results, from 28 


per cent last year to 35 per cent 
this year. Its A*-B score was up 
four per cent to 59 per cent and 
99 per cent got A*-E grades. 

Deputy headteacher Clare 
Smith said: "It is wonderful, we 
are really delighted. The 59 per 
cent is a school record. 

"It is a tremendous amount of 
hard work, we have put a lot of 
additional work in, a lot of inter¬ 
vention." 

Yet while youngsters were 
"very motivated" by university, 
the number applying was down 
as they face rising fees, she said. 

She said: "It is definitely 
because of the fees and the anx¬ 
iety of leaving university with 
enormous debts." 

Oxford & Cherwell Valley 


College reported strong results at 
its Broughton Road, Banbury 
and Oxford campuses. Some 47 
per cent got A*-B, up from 40 
per cent in 2011, while 76 per 
cent got A*-C, up six per cent. 

Principal Sally Dicketts said: 
"I am thrilled that our students 
have done so well, and in partic¬ 
ular that our A*-B results are up 
by seven per cent. 

"It is so important now for 
young people not only to pass 
their A-Levels but also to 
achieve high grades." 

It will hold an advice day at 
Banbury today and tomorrow 
from 10am to 4pm. For informa¬ 
tion call 01865 551556. 

Some 23 per cent of 
Chenderit School's 136 students 
got A or A*, while 82 per cent 
got A*-C. 

Headteacher Graham Tyrer 
said: "These results represent 
such hard work and commit¬ 
ment. 

"It means the futures our stu¬ 
dents had dreamed of can now 
be realised." 

North Oxfordshire Academy's 
results were not available at the 
time of going to press.

■ RSPB's garden bird survey shows a decline in numbers in county 


Wet weather leads 
to a drop in wildlife 



The RSPB's Andy Waters in Banbury's People's Park 


A COLD, wet spring has been 
blamed for falling numbers of 
small garden birds in 
Oxfordshire this year. 

An RSPB survey, compiled with 
the help of more than 1,000 
county residents, has showed 
juvenile members of the thrush 
family have declined by more 
than a quarter compared with 
2011. 

The Make Your Nature Count 
results also showed sightings of 
house martins were down by 
almost 25 per cent and swifts 
were also down by about 10 per 
cent. 

RSPB communications officer 
Andy Waters said: "They are very 
interesting results. 

"With thrushes, robins and 
blackbirds, which are all part of 
the thrush family, they often get 
off to a very quick start, looking to 
nest as early as possible and 
searching for food for their chicks. 

"Because of this they seem to

have suffered with a cold and wet 
spring. 

"When they have to look for 
food farther away, their chicks get 
cold and starve. 

"Swifts in particularly have also 
been impacted by the cold and 
wet weather as they feed on 
insects in the air." 

Some 1,076 Oxfordshire resi¬ 
dents took part in the survey in 
the first week of June, logging the 
birds and other wildlife. 

Mr Waters said: "Fortunately 
most of these birds can bounce 
back. If they have a bad year we 
often find they generally do better 
the following year because there 
are fewer of them. 

"It's very difficult to link chang¬ 
ing weather with bird numbers, 
but there's no doubt we are see¬ 
ing a changing of nesting dates 
because of the changing climate, 


it's definitely having an impact in 
Oxfordshire." 

Other common animals spot¬ 
ted were grey squirrels, hedge¬ 
hogs, muntjac deer, moles, badg¬ 
ers, roe deer and slow worms. 

Mr Waters said: "It's fantastic 
that more than 1,000 people took 
part in Oxfordshire, and that 
shows the superb support we 
have locally. 

"The more people that take 
part, the stronger the data 
becomes."

■ Appeal for school sport 
funding to be reinstated 

Call to cough 
up to secure 
the legacy of 
the Olympics

THE head of school sports in 
North Oxfordshire is urging 
the Government to ride the 
wave of success from the 
Olympics and reinstate 
funding. 

Two years ago, George 
Osborne announced 

Department for Education fund¬ 
ing for school sport partnerships 
would be dropped as part of his 
controversial spending review. 

But schools in North 
Oxfordshire clubbed together to 
fund the School Sports 
Partnership (SSP) until August 
2013. 

Now with the final year of the 
North Oxfordshire SSP looming, 
manager Carl Hamilton has 
called for the cash to be reinstat¬ 
ed to help create a lasting 
Olympic legacy. 

He oversees sport provision 
for 18,500 children aged five to 
19, across 57 schools. 

Mr Hamilton said: "The whole 
bid for the Olympic Games was 
won on the basis of legacy for 
young people. 

"Unfortunately when the pres¬ 
ent Government came in to 
place it went totally against that. 

"The SSP initiative has been 
truly inspirational and has been 
about inspiring a lot of young¬ 
sters to be more active and more 
healthy. 

"The Government needs to 
reverse the policy it brought in 
over the last two years. It scaled 
down the school sports partner¬ 
ships and that policy needs to be 
reversed." 

He said trainee primary 
school teachers had a total of six 
hours' sports training before 
taking on a teaching post. 

Mr Hamilton said: "Then they 
are put into school and expected

to deliver this important part of 
the curriculum. 

"How do they identify talent¬ 
ed kids if they don't really know 
what they are looking for?" 

When the partnership was set 
up in 2004, only 25 per cent of 
North Oxfordshire school chil¬ 
dren took part in at least two 
hours of sport a week. By 2010, 
the figure was 90 per cent. 

It set up lunch and after¬ 
school sports activities, inter¬ 
school competitions, teacher 
training, created links to local 
sports clubs, trained sports co¬ 
ordinators and Junior leaders, as 
well as funded visits by special¬ 
ist coaches. 

The Department of Education 
did not comment on SSP fund¬ 
ing, but said in light of the 
Olympics a review to improve 
opportunities for state school 
pupils was under way. 

■ Sports clubs in Oxfordshire 
are set to receive £707,000 in 
Olympic legacy grants through 
Sport England's Places People 
Play grant scheme. 

These include Chadlington 
Sports Club, near Chipping 
Norton, which received £25,183 
to refurbish its changing rooms.

FIFTY pubs in Oxfordshire have 
called last orders in the past five 
years, with campaigners blaming 
beer tax rises and supermarkets for 
choking the trade. 

An Oxfordshire pub has closed every 
36 days since 2007. 

Beer fans say a 42 per cent rise in 
beer tax has put the industry in turmoil. 

Tony Goulding, pubs officer at the 
Oxford branch of the Campaign for 
Real Ale (Camra), said supermarkets 
selling cheap booze, the recession, the 
introduction of the smoking ban in 
2007, and a change of cultural habits 
had all hit the industry. 

But he said the beer duty was a "crip¬ 
pling burden" for landlords. 

He said: "It is scandalous that we are 
one of the worst in the world for beer 
tax." 

The duty escalator, which raises beer 
tax annually by inflation plus two per 
cent, started in 2009 and will run until 
at least 2014. 

Mr Goulding added: "I think we have

not reached the worst times yet. 
Nothing is safe."

After a lifetime working in pubs, John 

Bellinger quit the trade last year. 

The 58-year-old left The Bell Inn in 
Adderbury in April after six years. 

He is now chairman of the North 
Oxfordshire branch of Camra and a bus 
driver for Oxford Bus Company. 

As an 18-year-old he got his first job 


behind the bar at the Littlemore British 
Legion club. Since he has been land¬ 
lord at eight pubs. 

But he said he was forced to leave the 
trade, blaming the rise in beer tax intro¬ 
duced in 2009. 

He said: "Since that was introduced, 
the beer duties have increased by 42 
per cent. 

"Publicans are tax collectors now." 

He said the smoking ban and the 
recession were giving people more rea¬ 
sons not to visit pubs. 

He added: "The traditional pub is the 
heart of the community. It's where peo¬ 
ple go, not just to drink and eat, but for 
company and to meet friends. 

"But people don't have the money 
and they resent paying more for their 
beer than they did a few years ago." 

White Horse Camra chairman Neil 
Crook said pubs were surviving, but the 
successful ones were those free from 
pub company leases. 

He said: "Pubs need the freedom to 
make the choices on what beers they 
buy and what they pay."

■ Cherwell sees fall in number of offences 

Crime levels 
drop by 12% 


RESIDENTS are still "unduly 
worried" about crime despite a 
drop in offending across 
Oxfordshire, according to a 
senior police officer. 

Figures released by Thames Valley 
Police show crime has fallen by up 
to 18 per cent across the county. 

The statistics are from April 1 to 
July 31 and are compared to the 
same four-month period last year. 

In the Cherwell area, all crime fell 
by 12 per cent from 2,901 offences 
to 2,563. 

Detection rates have gone up 
more significantly, rising from 26 to 
34 per cent. 

Although crime overall is down, a 
number of offences saw increases in 
certain parts of the county, in partic¬ 
ular sex crimes. 

Serious sexual offences in the Vale 
of White Horse and South 
Oxfordshire rose by 26 per cent 
from 27 to 34, with rape reports ris¬ 
ing from 11 to 15, an increase of 36 
per cent. 

And only one in 10 of these

resulted in a charge, caution or con¬ 
viction, which means South and 
Vale district police have missed their 
target of one in three. 

Overall crime in South and Vale is 
down though, by 18 per cent, from 
3,766 offences last year to 3,091 this 
year. 

More of these offences are being 
dealt with successfully, with a rise in 
detection rate — crimes that result in 
a caution, charge or conviction — 
from 24 per cent to 26 per cent. 

In West Oxfordshire, the total 
number of offences fell by 12 per 
cent, from 1,461 crimes committed 
to 1,290. 

Detections also rose slightly from 
25 to 26 per cent. 

Chief Inspector Colin Paine, area 
commander for the district, said: "It's 
early days, but overall I am pleased. 

"Although this really is one of the 
safest places to live in England, 
some people remain unduly worried 
about crime. 


"I hope these figures will go some 
way to reassure them." 

But there have been slight rises in 
burglary, violence against the person 
with injury, and assault without 
injury. 

Domestic burglaries have gone up 
from 33 to 36, violence against the 
person from 123 to 132, and assault 
without injury rose from 87 to 95. 

Mr Paine added: "We've had three 
more burglaries than this time last 
year. To be fair, last year was the 
lowest level of burglaries on record." 

He also said it was important 
residents reported suspicious activity 
to keep crime down. 

Andy Viney, secretary of Thames 
Valley Police Federation, said last 
year the force cut about 100 police 
officers across the Thames Valley 
region and further cuts were expect¬ 
ed. 

He said: "There figures are to be 
celebrated. It shows how hard work¬ 
ing the officers are in both the pre¬ 
vention and detection of crime. 

"But with the austerity challenges 
we shouldn't be complacent."

■ BANBURY: Three directors 
of an IT firm could face a 
retrial after a jury failed to 
return verdicts in a four- 
month false accounting trial. 

The Financial Services 
Authority prosecuted three 
former directors of iSoft 
Group for false accounting, 
but a jury could not reach 
verdicts at London's 
Southwark Crown Court. 

The FSA has said it will 
consider its position 
regarding a possible retrial. 

Timothy Whiston, 44, of 
Lymm, Stephen Graham, 48, 
of Knutsford, and John 
Whelan, 45, of Cheadle 
Hulme, denied conspiring to 
artificially inflate the value of 
the business, which at the 
time was based in 
Manchester. 

A hearing is scheduled for 
September 7 when the FSA 
will confirm whether to 
proceed with a retrial. 


A CONSULTATION on major 
changes to how Oxfordshire 
hospitals are run - including 
Banbury's Horton Hospital - 
is "going well", according to 
NHS bosses. 

And residents in the town who 
have yet to respond are being 
urged to give their views on the 
plans. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust has been holding con¬ 
sultation meetings on its bid to 
become a foundation trust since 
June. 

It says the status 
will give it greater 
independence from 
Government on 
spending and man¬ 
agement.

"I would encourage anyone 
who has not yet given us their 
views but is interested in the 
future of their local hospitals to 
read our consultation document 
and give us their views." 

Foundation trusts were first 
established in 2002 and the 
Government wants all types of 
NHS trusts to have foundation sta¬ 
tus by 2014. 

By this time primary care trusts 
- which decide where NHS cash 
is spent - will have been abol¬ 
ished in favour of GP-led clinical 
commissioning groups. 

Government regulator Monitor 
will need to approve the founda¬ 
tion trust bid. 

Anita Higham, chairman of the 
Oxfordshire Local Involvement 
Network, the official county NHS 
watchdog, backed the foundation 
trust model. 

She said: "I think the foundation 
trust concept encourages people 
to go around asking sensible ques¬ 
tions.

Pop to pub for 
a pint...of milk

A WEST Oxfordshire pub has 
embraced a new idea which a 
farmer hopes will revolutionise 
Britain's beleaguered milk indus¬ 
try. 

The Kingham Plough has installed 
a vending machine which dispenses 
milk outside its premises near Chip¬ 
ping Norton. It sells a bottle of 
Guernsey milk for £2 produced at 
nearby Nell's Dairy, of Stow-on-the- 
Wold, Gloucestershire. 

Dairy owner Adam Fleming hopes 
the facility will revolutionise the milk 
industry. 

Kingham Plough owner and chef 
Emily Watkins said customers and 
residents loved the vending machine 
and the unique milk which it vends. 

She said: "It's going really well and 
it's really picking up. It's totally differ¬ 
ent from your usual bog-standard 
milk. It's really sweet.

"We use about 20 litres of it a week. 
We use it to make all of our desserts 
and ice cream, and I've just made my 
own clotted cream from it too." 

She said she hoped the use of milk 
vending machines caught on, to cut 
out the middle-men and give farmers 
more for their product. 

She said: "The farmers have been 
caught out so badly over the years." 

Milk farmers last month protested 
outside large milk distributors over 
falling payments to suppliers. 

They said middle-men and super¬ 
markets were paying less for a litre of 
milk than it cost farmers to produce 
it. 

Mr Fleming said: "Watching what 
has happened to the dairy industry 
and knowing milk costs less than 


sparkling water, and yet is such a key 
park of everyone's lives, makes me 
very angry. 

"My son spotted a similar vending 
machine scrolling through the Inter¬ 
net, and we thought about the fact we 
have a farm and we had always want¬ 
ed to go into dairy. 

"Milk vending machines are popu¬ 
lar in Europe because you can bring 
your own bottle and you don't have 
to worry about all the packaging." 

He said the dairy was not yet mak¬ 
ing a profit from the scheme because 
it had yet to be rolled out to enough 
venues. 

But he said customers would not be 
put off the price tag if they valued the 
quality of the product. 

He said: "Guernsey milk is some¬ 
thing really special. People are happy 
to pay £2 per litre, and I think things 
are going to start to change." 


Relief as 70-home scheme refused 


COUNCILLORS have thrown out a 
plan for 70 homes in Hook Norton, 
but approved a smaller scheme. 

Cherwell District Council 
rejected the Taylor Wimpey scheme 
for 70 homes in a field north of The 
Bourne on Thursday. But it 
approved plans for 28 houses at 
the site of DJ Stanton engineering 
building in Station Road. 

Officers recommended both 
plans be approved. 

Barry Wood - also council 
leader - said rural plans must be 
thrown out even though the 


council was not meeting 
Government housing targets. 

This has seen developers argue 
for homes on rural sites as major 
schemes backed by the council are 
not being built. 

He said: "Somebody somewhere 
has to put their heels in and say 'no 
more here'." 

Hook Norton district councillor 
Victoria Irvine told members there 
was a "real danger" to other areas 
if the plan went through. She said: 
"Villages should not have housing 
development put on them." 


But Kathryn Ventham, for Taylor 
Wimpey, said its proposed 21 
affordable homes were desperately 
needed. 

Some 316 people objected to 
the Taylor Wimpey scheme with 
concerns about its impact on 
school class sizes, roads and 
wildlife. 

Just six opposed the DJ Stanton 
plan. 

Hook Norton Parish Council 
chairman David Shepley-Cuthbert 
said: "It is the best result we could 
have got in the circumstances."

■ A NEEDLECRAFT exhibition 
promises to turn the art form on its 
head at The Mill Arts Centre. 

The Textiles Showcase was 
launched last week at a private 
view in which sketchbooks — with 
stitching as part of the intrinsic 
designs and original ideas — 
provided insight into the genesis 
of the many works on display. 

The exhibition is part of a 
collection created by students of 
textiles expert and tutor Sue 
Green, who runs several classes 
for people of all abilities at the 
Spiceball Park arts and education 
venue. 

“The pieces in the exhibition are 
all by students of my four craft 
classes at The Mill - about 45 
students in total,” said Ms Green. 

“They all work on shared 
projects but some follow individual 
ideas which I assist them with. 

“It is a two-way thing because 
as much as they want professional 
guidance, I also learn from them 
as they experiment.” 

The show at The Mill includes 
three-dimensional work and 
unusual materials such as plastic 
bags and strips of net curtaining. 

The walls of the foyer gallery are 
adorned by many attractive, eye¬ 
catching pieces of textile work. 
Among the displays on the walls 


are mixed-media samples, 
incorporating printing with 
stitching, examples of machine 
stitching at its best and a number 
of hand-sewn pieces. 

“I consider hand stitching to be 
an elementary skill which I like my 
students to master in order to be 
able to go on to achieve the most 
exciting and fulfilling work they are 
capable of,” said Ms Green. 

As well as her regular weekly 
textiles classes, Ms Green runs 
seasonal day workshops on some 
of the more specialist aspects of 
textiles and their use in art. 


She was one of the central 
tutors in last summer’s community 
project Ride a Cock Horse, in 
which individuals with experience 
of mental health problems worked 
with artists and craftspeople to 
create a large, textile banner 
decorated on the theme of the 
Banburyshire nursery rhyme, and 
still exhibited in local venues. 

The scheme was a successful 
collaboration between The Mill, 
The Elms and MIND.
